Summary of reasons for decision: 

'A Very Harold & Kumar 3D Christmas: Extended Edition' is a Blu-ny disc with two versions of 
the light-hearted slapstick 'stoner comedy'; the previously classified theatrical version (examined 
on DVD) and an extended version. It also contains the same additional components as the 
previously examined DVD version which was classified R16 with the descriptive note 'Contains 
sex scenes, violence, dmg use and offensive language' (OFLC 1200949, decision registered 
27November 2012). The additional material in the extended version of the feature appears to 
mostly involve dialogue differences or themes that were not included in the theatrical version, 
such as a slight increase in the extent of the jokes around race and ethnic stereotypes. There is 
nothing in the extended version of the feature that requires an alteration to be made to the 
classification or descriptive note given to the previously classified DVD.
